College— Ins titution Attracts 


Wide Attention. 


Three Connersv ille policemen took 
their liv es in their hands when they 
arrested 
a desperate 
Indianapolis 
negro at a camp in the Calv in Ochil­ 
tree woods, between 
Rushv ille and 
Connersv ille, yesterday. 
The negro is wanted in Indianapo­ 
lis for a murderous 
assault 
upon 
J acob Vogel, committed December 9, 
last year. 
Officer Barker, Elwood and Crute 
went to the Ochiltree woods on an 
interurban car. 
They had receiv ed a 
tip that a bad negro, Frank Yates, 
wanted in Indianapolis for assault 
with intent to kill, was one of the 
party of woodchoppers camping on 
the Ochiltree 
farm. 
The 
officers 
reached the woods just at the break 
o f day. 
*

The officers nev er suspected the 
danger they were in until Patrolman 
Todd of the Indianapolis police force 
who is acquainted with the negro, 
apprised them of it. 
Yates occupied 
a tent with two other negroes and all 
were in bed when the officers broke 
through and surprised them. 
One of 
the officers raised the cov ering to the 
entrance and then the three had to 
get down on their knees and crawl 
inside. 
Yates rolled out of bed when 
he saw he was trapped and yielded to 
arrest without protest. 
The negroes were 
possessed 
of 
their axes and two guns, all of which 
were found by the officers. 
If they 
had known the officers’ were at the 
door they might hav e 
used 
these 
weapons with deadly effect. 
Officer Todd took Yates to Indi­ 
anapolis early last night, 
lie told 
the local officers that the negro was 
a bad man and that they assumed 
great risk when they inv aded the 
camp in the woods at that hour. 
The fellow was surprised that he 
had been found and said to the of­ 
ficers: “ What do you want to ar­ 
rest me now for; 
it's been a year 
and a half since 1 was in trouble in 
Indianapolis. 
J ust let it go they’ll 
nev er find out where 1 am.” 
No at­ 
tention was paid to the remark and 
h e was taken without difficulty to the 
traction line, where they boarded a 
car and Yates was returned to Con­ 
n ersv ille and placed in jail. 
Late 
yesterday afternoon a detectiv e from 
Indianapolis 
arriv ed and 
took his 
prisoner to the Marion county jail.
